NEW IDEA 


About 430 years ago Copernicus, the 


Polish astronomer, was argujng that the 
earth turns on its axis the«same as a rou- 
lette wheel. 
One of his opponents' chief 


arguments was that, if Copernicus were 
correct, a stone dropped from a tower 
would fall quite a distance away from the 
tower instead of at the base of the tower. 


Copernicus patiently explained that the 


stone, being a part of the earth, natural- 
ly was moving along with the earth and 
therefore remained close to the tower even 
while falling. 
His opponents then point- 


ed out that; a stone, dropped from a fast- 
moving ship, would hit the water at some 
distance behind the ship .instead of drop- 
ping ''straight down" the side. 
Coper- 


nicus answered that the stone was a part 
of the earth but not a part of the ship, 
so it dropped in a straight line down to- 
ward the center of the earth instead of ' 
trying to keep up with the moving ship. 


So the argument continued.. After the 


lapse of more than four centuries, the 
thing impressing us most is the fact that 
it was not until Copernicus had been dead 
100 years that the experiment actually 
was tried.' of dropping the stone from a 
tower, to check up his theory. 


If Copernicus were living and advanc- 


ing such a theory, it would not be five 
minutes until some one would be rushing 
out to find a tower and learn whether he 
was right or wrong. 
This is one 01 the 


most remarkable characteristics of our 
generation. 
New ideas and devices may 


be scoffed at. but usually they are given 
a trial to learn the truth. In former cen- 
turies, people were so reluctant to ac- 
cept, a new suggestion, disrttpting the 
old and established state of affairs, it was 
almost impossible to try out an experi- 
ment.

Thick or heavy un- 
derwear is unhygienic because it is excessively 
warm indoors. Cotton is unhygienic because it is

ture" hookup that T promised read- 
ers of this column, showing the vtlt- 
ing'and placement of the units that.T 
described in Parts I and II of this 
series. 
We shall now begitf to assemble the 


parts in their positions and then I 
shall give vou the wiring arrangement 
and by following the picture hookup 
one ought to be able to construct this 
instrument very easily.
